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Continuation of 1 1 , does NOT place the application In condition for allowance because: The CA *844 document talks about a line of 
weakness at page 7, lines 12-17 and the instant specification talks about the line of weakness at page 8, lines 21-22 and page 9, lines 3- 
1 0. THe instatn specification teaches that it is not just the angle of the arc that is important but the depth of the groove as well, see page 5, 
lines 22-23. page 6. lines 17-20 and Figures 5 and 6. Applicant admits in their instant arguments dated Aug 3rd that the characteristics of ' 
the groove are not achieved with routine experimentation, then applicants are reminded that more description of the groove Is needed in 
order to make and/or use the invention as set forth. Further applicant's are assessing the Figure in the CA*844 document stating the 
specific angle of the drawings, however, unless Indicated, the drawings are typically no to scale, so applicants would have no way of 
knowing what the angle is with out more specifics. The indication in the CA'844 document to the line of weakness appears to meet the 
scope of the instant claims since they are providing the same line or weakness to remove the copier material from the stainless steel 
blanks. Therefore, it appears that the CA'844 document and the instant invention are the same invention. 
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
